Suspect in murders of VBT mother, daughter arrested in prison

Lionel Lamont Vincent, 48, of Pontiac 
was arraigned and 


had a probable cause 
conference May 4 on 
two counts of first- 
degree premeditated 
murder on July 25, 
2021 in Van Buren 
Township. The warrant 
was filed March 24. 
His assigned attorney 
J. Grant Miller said he needed discovery,

so 34* District Court Judge Brian A. 
Oakley adjourned Vincent’s probable 
cause conference until 10 a.m., May 18, via 
zoom. Vincent was present via zoom from 
the Michigan Department of Corrections’ 
Michigan Reformatory in Ionia and he was 
on parole hold, so no bond was set. 

Vincent is accused of murdering 
Yachanda Snipes, 45, and her daughter 
Dacara Leatherberry, 14, in their home in 
the 46000 block of Lake Villa Drive within 
the Belleville Pointe apartment complex 
late July 25, 2021. The two reportedly died 
of multiple injuries. 


Van Buren Township Police Detective 
Mike Long said Vincent was the suspect 
from the beginning and the victim was an 
Uber driver at the time they met. Det. Long 
said the state held Vincent for possible 
parole violation because of the VBT police 
investigation. He was wearing his GPS 
ankle monitor, required for his parole, at 
the time of the killings, police said. 

According to the Michigan Department of 
Corrections, Vincent was paroled Sept. 22, 
2020 after serving 27 years in prison for 
an Aug. 25, 1994 kidnapping and raping, 
using a weapon to commit a felony and 


various other weapons charges, in Oakland 
County. He was convicted in a jury trial. 
Bert David Scott 
Bert David Scott, 57, of the City of 
Belleville, pled guilty to assault and 
battery before Judge Oakley on Dec. 29 
and got a six-month delay after which the 
charge would be dismissed if there were 
no further problems. He was charged with 
assault or assault and battery on Sept. 12 in 
Van Buren Township. 
Scott told Judge Oakley he put a young 
man in the house in Van Buren Township

Belleville City Council invites public to discuss billings for trash, water

Residents of the City of Belleville are 
invited to attend the next meeting of the 
city council at 7:30 p.m., Monday, May 16, 
to give their opinions on how often they 
want to be billed for trash and water. 
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The residents also will get an explanation 
of why their trash bills are going up from 
$15.30 a month to $20.73. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the city 
council, Mayor Pro Tem Ken Voigt said he 
didn’t want to vote on that price hike at that 
meeting but wanted to have residents come 
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in and comment first. 
He said he isn’t happy about having to 
pay $5 more a month, either. 

The city’s financial consultant Kelly 
Howey of Plante Moran explained that the 
last time city rates had been raised for trash 
pickup was Oct 3, 2011. 

She said the Sanitation Fund is funded by 
user fees, which are estimated at $203,000 
for the 2022-23 fiscal year at the current 
monthly user rate of $15.30. 

She said the Sanitation Fund expenditures 
include payments to the contractors; DPW 
time; and administrative time related 


to billing users, postage, collection 
and recording of user fees, payment 
of contractor invoices, negotiation of 
contractor contract, and time spent with 
residents on sanitation-related issues. 

She said Sanitation Fund expenditures 
are estimated to be $275,000 for the 2022- 
23 fiscal year. A monthly user rate increase 
of 35.5% would allow the Sanitation Fund 
to break even. This increase would bring 
the monthly user rate to $20.73. 

She said the Sanitation Fund is an 
enterprise fund, but the city has been

VBT OKs Class C liquor license, SDM license for Cracker Barrel

At its regular meeting on May 3, the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees gave 
local approval for a Class C liquor license 
and a new Specially Designated Merchant 
(SDM) license to be granted to Cracker 
Barrel at 45525 N. I-94 Service Dr. 

The approved township resolution now 
will be sent for final approval to the State 
Liquor Control Commission which has 
control over liquor licenses. 

James Bellanca, II, attorney for CBOCS 
Properties, Inc., the owner and operator of 
the local Cracker Barrel since 1991, said 
the Class C quota liquor license would 
allow Cracker Barrel to offer its customers 
beer, wine, or a mixed drink along with 
their meal. 

He said there are 216 seats and they 
would have no new bar, but serve drinks 
at the tables. 

The SDM also will allow sales of alcohol 
in their original packages for consumption 
offsite. 

The police chief and township attorney 
had no objections to the proposal. 

“Our guests have been asking for a 
glass of wine, mimosa, or mixed drink,” 
Bellanca said. 

Bellanca said the Van Buren Township 
Cracker Barrel is the top-performing 
Cracker Barrel location in the state and it 
will be the first in Michigan to get a liquor 
license, if approved. He said they have 
600 Cracker Barrel locations across the 
country. 

In other business at the one-hour-10- 
minute meeting on May 3, the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory 
of Linda Traskos, who had worked for the 
Van Buren Township treasurer’s office and 
the DPW, as well as being a wait person at 
several local restaurants; 

e Approved Deputy Treasurer Sean 
Bellingham as the alternate delegate to the 
South Huron Valley Utility Authority; 

e Approved the selection of Rolar 
Construction Corp. for the Van Buren 
Park’s Pavilions #1 and #3 Replacement 
Project for $360,256.25. Each pavilion 
will have electricity and water. Rolar was 
low-bidder of three. The pavilions were 
rundown and unsafe and the construction 
of new pavilions will be from mid-October 
for November completion, said Elizabeth 
Renaud, director of public service; 

e Approved the Iron Belle Trail Riggs Park 
Trailhead and Path Design, Engineering 
and Construction proposal from PEA 
Group for $48,500. McNamara said PEA 
even finds grant money for its work; 

e Approved the purchase of the LEXPOL 
Policy program for the fire department at a 
cost of $21,285.25 to ensure the department 
policies are always up to date with local, 


state, and federal laws. This is a step in 
a five-year plan towards accreditation 
similar to the police department; 

e Approved selection of Pyrotecnico as 
the contractor for the 2022 VBT Fireworks 
Show for $18,000 on Saturday, June 25, 
with a rain date of June 26. Costs for 
fireworks have gone up and the township 
received zero bids for a $10,000 show, the 
usual cost of the fireworks; 

e Approved minor updates to the 
purchasing policy; 

e Heard Clerk Leon Wright announce 
that new voter registration cards will be 
sent out to everyone at the end of May. 
He said some precincts had to be redrawn 
because they had more than the 3,000 
maximum voters allowed. Also, Haggerty 
School precinct is closed and relocated to 
Edgemont Elementary School in the City 
of Belleville; 

e Heard Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
announce that the senior department is 
in need of drivers for Meals on Wheels, 
between 9 a.m. and | p.m. If someone can 
spare a day or so to do this, they should call 
the senior department; 

e Heard Director Renaud announce the 
Museum Visioning workshop that will be 
held from 5 to 7 p.m., Wednesday, June 1 
at the Belleville Area District Library for 
residents of Belleville, Van Buren, and 
Sumpter. She also announced an online 
survey on the museum that is now on 
the township website. “We are keeping 
our neighbors in Belleville and Sumpter 
Township up on everything,’ Supervisor 
McNamara said; 

e Heard resident John Delaney say the 
people dealing with the museum don’t know 
about the community over the years like 
the late Kathy Horste and late Bob Doane 
did. He also asked about the retirements of 
Joanne Montgomery and Kathy Cline and 
if anything was done for them. McNamara 
said it was during COVID and they did 
something for Montgomery and Kline 
didn’t want anything; 

e Heard resident Reg Ion say during 
public comment that he would like to 
see the Parks and Recreation Department 
work with the Van Buren Public School 
District on a community swim program 
using the high school pool, which was 
built with taxpayer money. He said when 
he worked for the school, he ran the pool 
and the public was able to use it. “We don’t 
need another pool, just access to the one 
we already have,” Ion said. He also asked 
about the snow fence on Ecorse Service 
Drive that was taken away, causing many 
problems, and spoke of taking better care 
of the I-94 and Belleville Road bridges, 
which had excesses of salt left on them 
last winter and the sand is still there with 
the salt in it eating away the cement. He 


said although calcium chloride is more 
expensive, it should be used to preserve the 
bridges instead of sodium chloride; 

e Heard Sharon Hobson and Tanda 
Owens of Belle Pointe Estates say they 
are trying to put together a Spring Clean 
Fling on May 20, 21, and 22, to help the 
elderly in their community clean up their 
yards. She asked if there was any funding 
for trash bags and gloves at the township 
to help. Owens said they reached out to 
Waste Management for a special pickup. 
“We will see what we can do,” Supervisor 
McNamara said. “We’ll find a way to help 
you.” Clerk Wright said there is money left 
in his Community Outreach Program for 
gloves and stuff. They also asked for help 
with getting a survey of the land so they 
can build a bus stop for the children off the 
county right-of-way; 

e Discussed the problem of trash being 
everywhere. McNamara said they are 
hiring staffing groups to clean along 
township roads because the court is not 
sending out work crews, as in the past, 
and are sentencing people instead to 
community service; and 

e Heard Trustee Boynton share his 
concerns about the incident at the high 
school with a fire arm. “We need to have 
a plan put together to protect our kids,” he 


said. “It’s more important than building 
a community center, paving Haggerty 
Road, or the water department. Recently 
two kids made adult decisions.” He said 
they were afraid of the area they pass 
through to get to school, although they 
were comfortable at school. They were 
afraid from home to the school, he said. 
“What the answer is, I don’t know.” He 
said he spoke to the superintendent, high 
school principal and some on the board 
of education. He suggested a group get 
together with the school, law enforcement, 
and a Congressperson involved. “I'd like 
to see that happen. Pll sit on it if I need to. 
We have to reverse what has been put into 
place.” If they are afraid of the area, they'll 
bring a weapon to school and hide it outside 
the school, he said. “Lord only knows what 
trouble they will get into,” he said. Clerk 
Wright said he raised two boys and made a 
conscious decision not to have firearms in 
the home. He said parents shouldn’t give 
accessibility to firearms. McNamara said 
the board had asked him to work on this. 
He said they now have mental health first 
aid available and are working on a grant 
for a new resource officer. “We need to be 
talking about this as a community,” Trustee 
Reggie Miller said. 


VBT Planners approve 128 senior 
apartments, fairgrounds building

After more than a year of tweaking the 
plans of Clover Communities, the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission at 
its April 27 meeting granted final site plan 
approvals for a senior housing facility with 
128 independent senior housing units. 

The development, to be called The 
Willows of Van Buren, is on 17.72 acres 
at 8470 Belleville Rd. The Willows 
development site is 16.16 acres and there 
is a 1.57 acre out-parcel that will be 
developed in the future. 

Clover Communities, the developer, 
had presented its preliminary site plan in 
March 2021 and they have been waiting 
for a letter from Wayne County on the 
stormwater plan. 

Meanwhile, they broke up the garages 
that were in long buildings, into five 
segments of four garages each to improve 
the looks of the facility, in accordance 
with past suggestions from the planning 
commission. 

The issue of the township’s planned 
western extension of Robson Road at the 
development’s northern border in the future 
was addressed with changes and the water 


main to the building was moved away from 
the trees planned around the driveway to 
make the main easier to access for repairs. 

A sidewalk will be built along the front 
of the property from Robson Road south. 

Paul Kammer of Fishbeck, engineering 
consultants for the township, said the big 
issue is storm water management with the 
developers and the county dealing with 
what’s on the site. 

“The stormwater doesn’t go anywhere,” 
Kammer said, explaining there is no 
enclosed system on Belleville Road and 
stormwater goes to an open ditch with 
driveway culverts running towards the 
south/southeast. 

He said he has no issue with the way it 
is now proposed. There is no direct outlet 
without crossing property to the west 
where it goes to a drain. 

He said the applicant is proposing to collect 
stormwater using a proposed privately 
owned storm sewer system and conveyed 
to an onsite drainage basin. The plans 
indicate a standard detention pond system 
with a proposed outlet and emergency 
overflow spillway into a plunge pool (a 
smaller drainage basin) at the edge of the

4-day work week? 


A proposal to close the doors to Van 
Buren Township Hall on Fridays to set up 
a four-day work week for employees is 
under consideration by the township board. 
The employees would work ten-hour days, 
7 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter presented it to the board as a 
proposal for discussion at the May 3 
workshop. She said it’s because employees 
these days are interested in spending more 
time with their families and that would 
work with a three-day week end. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara reminded 
them 21 employees left last year. In 
working to replace them, the township 
interviewed a lot of candidates and a 
flexible work week was often discussed. 

He said it would just be for three months 
as a trial to see how it worked. If it was to 
proceed there would have to be changes in 
the contract. 

Everyone agreed the township hall had 
few visitors on Fridays and it was really 
dead in the afternoons. But Treasurer 
Sharry Budd said she’d feel better if the 
township hall didn’t close. She said people 
come in on Fridays to get permits for 
weekend projects and in tax season her 
office is very busy. 

There is time to let your elected 
representatives know how you feel about 
shortening the work week. They’ll be 
voting on it soon, so don’t delay.

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VBT moves forward 
on sidewalk program 
in Haggerty subdivison 


VBT News Release 

Van Buren Township is looking to 
facilitate a much-needed revitalization of 
sidewalks in the Haggerty subdivision. 

The Van Buren Township Public Services 
Department and Board of Trustees have 
developed a concept for a sidewalk 
replacement program and are looking to 
translate the concept into real repairs. 

A sidewalk replacement program provides 
for an effective means to correct existing 
sidewalk defects. These defects include, 
but are not limited to, age deterioration, 
cracking, disintegration, root lifting, 
settling, and damage from construction 
activities, which pose trip hazards for 
residents. Repair or replacement of these 
defective sidewalks and removing trip 
hazards is the key objective of this program. 

Staff has developed a concept program 
working with sidewalk contractors and 
consultants, based on nearby communities’ 
programs. Staff identified the pilot project 
area of Van Buren Estates (Haggerty 
Subdivision) which includes 716 lots with 
sidewalks. 

“Now is the time to make the repairs in 
Haggerty subdivision”, says Township 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara. “We hope 
to do good work for our residents with the 
tools we have available. We’re looking to 
remove trip hazards and increase safety in 
our largest neighborhood.” 

The Department of Public Services and 
the township’s engineering consultant have 
now completed a conditions assessment 
(sidewalk markup) to assess specific issues 
such as cracking and heaving. Residents were 
updated on the program with an informational 
webinar for the program on April 21. The 
board of trustees will now be requested to 
officially approve the program at its regular 
meeting at 6 p.m., May 17, in the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees room, 46425

paying the difference in cost with taxpayer 
funds. 

“It seems like a lot,” said Brian Camiller 
from Plante Moran, “but you are spending 
more than what you’re bringing in now. It’s 
time to catch up.” He suggested the city 
adjust the cost every year or every other 
year as the vendor raises its rates. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said the 
last time the city went out for bids, the 
current vendor, Republic Services, was the 
very best on prices. 

Howey said if the city had passed on 
the rates as they rose each year, customers 
would be paying $19.30, a steady raise of 
3% a year. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said she thought 
the city wasn’t going to keep increases in 
rates from users, but maybe that had just 
been for water rates. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said they should look at this 
every single year. It’s a user fee and the city 
coordinates it and bills for it. 

“Deficit spending doesn’t work for me,” 
Chief Robinson said. 

Mayor Conley said that they have to 
send the message out to residents that they 
haven’t raised trash-pickup rates for 11 
years. 

Without the raise, the general fund would 
have to pay $75,000. 

Peggy Voigt said from the audience that

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since they are billing bi-monthly now, the 
increase on each bill would be $10. 

Mayor Pro Tem Voigt said he thinks 
they should seriously think of going back 
to monthly billings. He said COVID’s 
over and they should go back to monthly 
billings, which are easier for someone on 
a fixed income. 

“This is a user fee,” said Tom Fielder from 
the audience. “Only those people who use 
the service pay for it. Those with private 
services, such as businesses, don’t.” 

Voigt said the city has roads to replace 
and a new city hall to think about because 
the current one is falling down. He said 
they don’t want to cut police officers or a 
duty crew for the fire department. 

Mayor Conley said the contract with 
Republic is for the next three years and 
the city can expect a smaller increase next 
year. 

Fielder said services like leaf pickup 
continue and Mayor Conley added if 
Republic misses picking something up, 
residents can call them and they’ll come 
back. 

“I would like to hear what people think,” 
Voigt said. 

Mayor Conley said she would like to 
know what it looks like at the front counter. 
Are there problems or hardships? She said 
if a good portion of the population wants 
to go back to monthly billing, they should 
look at it. She wondered if the timing 
offsets some other work. 

Chief Robinson said he’s been going 
through the departments looking for 
efficiencies. He said the city clerk pulls 
from the two clerks in front to help on 
projects. He said monthly billing would 
add more costs to the city. 

He said when Victory Station gets 
upgraded people will use it more and if 
there’s a senior center put in there, the city 
will need someone to be in there or check 
in. 

“Tve never lived in a community that 
billed less than quarterly,” Chief Robinson 
said. 

“If we could find a way to decrease the 
cost of credit card payments, we wouldn’t 
see anyone here,’ Mayor Conley said, 
referring to the $8 per transaction is costs 
now. 

Chief Robinson said the city could 
change vendors.

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VB School Board plans to put larger Sinking Fund on Nov. ballot

A proposal for a larger Van Buren Public 
Schools Sinking Fund than the one that has 
expired will be put on the Nov. 8 ballot, but 
the school board still has to decide how much 
that will be. 

The expiring Sinking Fund, which was 
approved in the November 2015 election, was 
set at 0.5 mill and was reduced to the present 
0.4870 mill by the Headlee Amendment. 
This generates about $873,000 per year. 

The law allows a 10-year maximum for 
the Sinking Fund and so that is what is being 
proposed, said Rob Kakoczki of Plante 
Moran Cresa who explained the details at 
Monday’s regular meeting of the board of 
education. 

Kakoczki said a committee had looked at 
all the district facilities and determined what 
maintenance they would need over the next 
10 years. The law allows for the Sinking 
Fund to be used for maintenance, school 
security improvements, and instructional 
technology. 

He said the committee came up with a list 
of needs that totaled $53.5 million over 10 
years and a 5-mill levy would bring in a total 
of $54 million. 

Van Buren Public Schools’ current debt 
millage is 3.46, which incorporates the bond 
millage of 2.98 and the Sinking Fund of 0.48. 

Kakocski presented a chart of 34 area 
school districts that showed Van Buren fifth 
from the bottom of the millage totals. Airport 
Community Schools have the least amount 
of millage paid by taxpayers at 2.85. Ecorse 
Public Schools have a total of 16 mills. 

Board president Amy Pearce said she liked 
1.5 mill, which would be $150 per year for a 
home valued at $200,000, ($12.50 per month) 
according to the chart. Board member Calvin 
Hawkins and secretary Darlene Gerick 
agreed. 

“Costs are going up and we have to be 
realistic,” president Pearce said. “We want to 
be fair to the community.” She said by having 
a Sinking Fund for maintenance it would free 
up money in the budget for classrooms. 

Vice president Susan Featheringill said the 
Sinking Fund money pays for technology 
and maintenance. She said having tablets for 
students is costly and it doesn’t have to come 
out of the education budget. 

Trustee Falconer said it also pays for 
security, “but not humans?” 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said it would 
pay for more cameras and other devices, but 
“not humans.” He said they are working on 
getting a grant for another school resource 
officer and also putting lights and cameras 
in place. 

Kakoczki said if the question doesn’t pass 
on the Nov. 8 ballot, they can go back again 
in May and ask again. 

Treasurer Simone Pinter said if everything 
is so ridiculously high now, it’s sure to go 
up and, “We’ll be locked in for 10 years.” 
She suggested going for 2 mills, which the 
chart said would be $16.67 per month for 
a home with a market value of $200,000. 
“Everything tripled in the last two years,” 
she said, referring to construction materials. 
“Tf it tripled again?” 


Supt. Kudlak said they could go back to the 
voters if that happened. 

Pearce said she doesn’t want a situation 
like that. 

Kudlak said the first Sinking Fund question 
was for 1.13 mill and it didn’t pass, so they 
dropped it to 0.5. 

“Tt’s important to explain to the voters,” 
Pearce said. “We need to focus on community 
education.” 

Kudlak said the maximum under the law is 
3 mills for 10 years. 

He said he would like the board to come 
up with final numbers because the festival 
season is coming and he wants to take the 
numbers to the people. 

“The market isn’t going to be this crazy 
forever,” treasurer Pinter said. “It’s going to 
crash and crash hard.” 

Kudlak asked board members to take this 
information out to their constituents and 
come back and discuss it at the next meeting 
and decide. Then they can vote on it at the 
following meeting in June. 

In other business at Monday’s two-hour 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved Schools of Choice 2022-23 
fall dates for unlimited seats in all classes. 
Kudlak said the district does not welcome 
new students who have been suspended in 
the last two years or have ever been expelled; 

e Heard building presentations from 
Tyler Elementary School, the Early Child 
Development Center, and Edgemont 
Elementary School; 

e Heard a presentation from the two 
Instructional Support Services employees, 
Tiffany Apostolokis (K-6) and Renea Kurek 
(7-12). The positions were created this 
year to assist the Office of Instruction in 
matters relating to curriculum, instruction, 
assessment, and school improvement;

property. The plunge pool will discharge 
westerly onto the adjacent property at the 
back of the lot (west), towards the Apple 
Run Drain, approximately 1,500 feet to the 
west. 

There is no direct storm water connection 
to the Apple Run Drain from the plunge 
pool, but instead overland sheet flow 
towards the drain, he said. This adjoining 
property is owned by Van Buren Township 
and is known to have existing wetlands. 
In a meeting with the township, Kammer 
said it was pointed out the additional flow 
from the Clover Development property 
may increase the saturated area up to and 
beyond the wetland and may expand the 
footprint of the existing wetland. 

Township Treasurer Sharry Budd, who

and she asked if they would consider 
changing the name to “Willows of Van 
Buren Township.” Beth Ernat replied she 
couldn’t confirm that but would take the 
suggestion and pass it on to the owner. 

Ernat said planning the development has 
been an adventure and even though it hasn’t 
been in the paper lately, she continues to 
get calls. 

Fairgrounds restroom, laundry room 

The commission also approved the 
preliminary and final site plans for the 
Wayne County Fairgrounds Restroom 
Building and laundry building on a 
2,380-square-foot slab at an existing 
fairground facility, along with seven new 
asphalt parking spaces and a concrete 
walkway and to demolish 7,500-square- 
feet of combined concrete and gravel 
services. 

The 37.5-acre fairgrounds was established 
in 1946 at 10871 Quirk Rd. and is owned 
by the non-profit Wayne County 4-H 
Association. In the beginning camping 
there was for the youth and adult exhibitors 
in tents during the week of the fair. 

In the early 1980s, a campground for the 
public was established to help generate 
income to sustain the fair. The old bath 
house that is being replaced was built 
in the late 1970s. The new facility is 
proposed to include six washing and six 
drying machines, along with eight toilets, 
eight showers and eight sinks. The current 
building that is being replaced has seven 
showers, two sinks, and two urinals. 

Deborah Schalte, treasurer, was present to 
represent the fairgrounds. The campground 
is located on seven acres at the north end of 
the property.

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VBT board considers four-day 
week, 10-hr. day for employees

A poll of directors and salaried staff at Van 
Buren Township showed that 70% would 
like to change their five-day work weeks 
to four days, working 10 hours a day, 7 
a.m. to 5 p.m. And, 95% believe a four-day 
workweek would be more efficient. 

This is the information Human Resources 
Director Nicole Sumpter related to the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees at its 
workshop session May 3. 

She said she is only asking for discussion 
and no decision on the proposal is needed 
now. She said this would allow time for 
residents to come forward with their ideas 
on the subject. 

Director Sumpter said this has been a 
hot topic over the last few weeks and she 
wanted to get it all out in the open at the 
workshop. 

Deputy Supervisor Dan Selman said 
the compressed work schedule was based 
on keeping the hall open for services. He 
thought this was an optimal time to discuss 
this since it is going into summer and 
contract negotiations are starting. 

“How did this come about?” asked 
Trustee Reggie Miller. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said on 
Fridays it’s dead in township hall and on 
Friday afternoons the hall is empty. He 
said the phones ring until 4:30 p.m. and the 
contractors come in early in the morning. 

He said a proposal to work nine-hour 
days and a half-day on Friday was a non- 
starter with employees. He said a lot have 
daycare problems and after 5:30 p.m. there 
is extra cost. 

Supervisor McNamara said there are 
retention problems and, “We’re a service 
organization and can’t work from home.” 

“How will this affect our residents?” 
Trustee Miller asked. 

McNamara said the township hall will be 
open Mondays through Thursdays and a lot 
is available online. 

“We do have online permitting and 
you can register online for programs 
in Community Services,’ said Deputy 


Selman. He noted that if the township was 
contacted by someone who could only 
come in on Fridays, “I’m sure we could 
accommodate her.” 

“How do we get the information out 
about the day closed?” Miller asked. 

Sumpter said that would be done the same 
way they did with COVID changes. She 
said they had a very good communications 
department and they got the word out. 

“Sit in here on a Friday? It’s a ghost 
town,” Sumpter said. 

McNamara said the proposal is to try it 
for three months, with a drop-dead date of 
Sept. 2. He said they have to put wording 
in the contract and if the residents don’t 
like it, this board is the only one who can 
make this happen or not. 

Clerk Leon Wright said people want 
flexibility and they are hearing that now 
as they interview candidates. He said 
someone who came to the township hall 
late that day was asked if he’d like a 7 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. schedule at township hall and 
he thought it was great, especially for the 
employees. 

“It’s not set in stone. It’s a trial,” Clerk 
Wright said. “The majority of residents 
would understand. This is a good time to 
do a trial run.” 

McNamara said 21 employees left last 
year. 

Sumpter said this is not the first time 
interviewees had asked about weeks of 
4/10. “They are happy with long week 
ends, to spend time with their families.” 

Miller asked if all the departments will 
have this and if there would be overtime 
engendered in order to accommodate 
someone. 

Sumpter said directors don’t get overtime 
and the directors would take care of 
anything after hours. 

McNamara said he discussed this with 
every director. 

Selman said he spoke to the HR director 
of Commerce Township which has this 
kind of hours and he said they wouldn’t go 
back.

Miller asked if other townships have just 
four days and Sumpter said there are other 
townships that do this and they close for 
lunch, as well. 

“We’re here to serve our residents and as 
long as we let our residents know ... I think 
they can handle it,” said Trustee Sherry 
Frazier. 

Clerk Wright said he served on a state 
board and he was surprised to hear how 
many have staggered work weeks and 
days closed — Monday or Friday. He said 
this has a lot to do with who’s making the 
decisions. 

Wright said he’s a baby boomer, but he 
embraces technology. He has a button on 
his desk that reads, “But we always do it 
this way” and he said he’ll keep it there 
until he doesn’t hear phrase that any more. 

“I want everyone’s opinion,” Sumpter 
said. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said people come 
in on Friday to get permits for weekend 
work. 

“If the township didn’t close, I’d feel 
better,’ Treasurer Budd said. “If the 
building is closed, I don’t want directors to 
keep coming in on their own time.” 

She said during tax season her department 
is very busy. She said people can apply for 
a building permit on line, but still have to 
pick it up in person. 

“I’m not in favor of this proposal,” Budd 
said. 

Trustee Don Boynton said he is for it, 
but, “I also am very sensitive to residents -- 
that they will receive the service.” He said 
other governmental agencies, including 
the Secretary of State, are not open five 
days. He said people can take advantage of 
technology or walk into the office. 

“Give everyone a chance to adjust and it 
will be very successful,” Trustee Boynton 
said. “We talk about burnout and being able 
to take advantage of three-day weekends. 
A high 70% firmly believe this will work,” 
he said of the poll. “I believe it’s definitely 
well worth the effort to give it a try.” 

Trustee Frazier said, “It’s always good to 
try new things... It may work out well for 
employees.” 

Miller asked if they could try some 
off on Monday and some off on Friday 
and Sumpter said that was never in the 
discussion. 

“We’re discussing it now,” Miller said. 

“We’re just two months out from 
elections,” said Wright. “We can’t have 
half off and half on.” 

“We don’t have enough employees to be 
half-staffed,” McNamara said. 

“T want everyone to know it was discussed 
and everything was looked at,” Miller said. 

Under public comment, John Delaney 
said, “You forget you are public servants 
and the township needs to be accessible.” 
He said Kelly Services would staff seven 
days a week for 12-hour days, if they 
wanted. He asked them to be more creative 
and take a look at staggered schedules. He 
said this needs a lot more study.

COVID-19 deaths 
remain at 130 in 48111, 
positive tests total 9,240 


The total number of people who have 
died from COVID-19 in the 48111 zip 
code remained at 130 as of Monday, May 
2, according to figures from the Wayne 
County Health Department. The total has 
been at 130 since April 11. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 9,240 on Monday, May 9, up from 
9,152 on Monday, May 2. 

On Monday, May 9, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 6,333 positive cases, 
87 deaths; City of Belleville, 1,057 positive 
cases, 13 deaths; and Sumpter Township 
1,850 positive cases, 30 deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had 25 
positive tests recorded last week. As 
of May 6, there has been a total of 621 
positive cases since the beginning of the 
school year last August.

Court Watching: 
Attorney announces 


insanity defense for Ray 
Bailey murder charges

On March 17, the attorney for Raymond 
Lee Bailey, 38, of Wyandotte, who is 
charged with murdering four people in 
Sumpter Township on Aug. 15, 2020, gave 
circuit court notice of a defense of insanity. 
Bailey’s next “final conference,” his 
eighth, was set for May 9 before Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge Kelly Ramsey. 
Bailey has been in the Wayne County Jail 
without bond since his arraignment on Aug. 
19, 2020. He was bound over to circuit 
court at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
by 34" District Judge Lisa Martin on April 
26, 2021. Besides the four, first-degree 
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murder charges, Bailey is charged with 
four felony firearm charges. Conviction on 
just one murder charge could bring life in 
prison. 

He is charged with the shooting deaths of 
his former fiancée and her sister and their 
two cousins: Laura Tanner, Sarah Tanner 
Grupa, and Neil and Forrest Sampson 
in Laura’s home in the 24900 block of 
Martinsville Road in Sumpter Township. 

Bailey had been charged with domestic 
abuse and assault to do great bodily harm 
less than murder (felony assault) at 34" 
District Court in November 2019, but both 
charges were dropped. The domestic abuse 
charge was dismissed without prejudice 
when the victim, Laura Tanner, did not 
come to court to testify against him. Those 
charges have been reinstated.
